THE JUST AND NECESSARY WAR. 
We have as yet no intelligence from the seat of war which is at 
once decisive and thoroughly authenticated. All the accounts 
which have hitherto reached us represent the Turks as successful 











on nearly every pointy though the fighting has been obviously 


severe and the loss of the enemy has been unusually heavy. And 
as these accounts have come almost exclusively by Bucharest and 
Vienna, there is no probability that either Ottoman successes or 
Russian discomfitures will have been too highly coloured. So far 
everything is satisfactory ; and if the telegraphic news published 
on Wednesday be confirmed—that Bucharest has been taken and 
that the invaders have been driven back into Transylvania— 


'| Europe will owe a deep debt of gratitude to the Sublime Porte for 


| the spirit and energy with which it has repulsed an unprincipled 


aggressor and unmasked an enormous pretence. Our readers will 
do us the justice to remember that, from the very commencement 
of the dispute between the Eastern Powers—now six months ago 
—our language has been uniform and strong. We early pointed 
out the vast superiority of Turkey over her rival, both in the 
extent of her trade with this country and in the liberality of her 
commercial policy. We expressed our strong conviction that, as 
Turkey had justice clearly on her side in the quarrel, it would 
never do for her to accept of any unworthy compromise or to 
shrink from the ultima ratio regum. We avowed our opinion of 
the necessity of her allies supporting her energetically with 
moral, and if need be with material, aid; we explained—what 
dispatehes of Pozzo di Borgo since published have confirmed— 
that one of the main reasons which induced Russia to carry on 
her aggressions against the Ottoman Empire was her knowledge 
of the increasing strength which that Power was deriving from 
her new organisation and her well-devised reforms; and we 
ventured to intimate our belief that, if the dispute ripened into 
actual hosiilities, victory was not so sure to rest with Russia as it 
was fashionable to assume. 

, Events seem now to be confirming what we some months ago 
had the confidence to predict. It is too soon yet to speak with 
any certainty of the final issue even of the first campaign ; but at 
present it really seems highly probable tha’ the result of the war 
in which the guilty ambition of Russia has involved herself may 


betray to Europe that her strength has rather been that of the 
bully than of the giant—that she has been powerful from the 
4mmpression-she has been able to spread as to the extent of her 
resources, rather than from their real magnitade or inexhausti- 
bility—and that her past successes have been owing more to 
the skill with which she has played upon the fears of her an- 
tagoniats than to her actual superiority of force. If this be so, 
a great and most. important lesson will have been learned for the 
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future by all her rivals—viz., to tolerate no assumption and to 
submit to no commencement of aggression—to remember with 
| what sort of character we have to deal, and to act accordingly. 
The States thatcome into contact with Russia, either by con- 
tiguity of boundary or rivalry of interest, have indeed much to 
dread, and much to guard against, and much to complain of. 
Policy is with her a consisient science, a national tradition. 
Her diplomatists are the best in the world; her objects never 
vary, and are never lost sight of; her vigilance uever sleeps ; 
| her agents never rest, She is a perfect curse and nuisance to 
| every neighbour or antagonist whose possession she may covet, 
or whose power she may fear. For generations she has lived in 
@ perpetual state of plot and intrigue with the miscellaneous sub- 
| jects of Turkey, irritating their discontents, magnifying their 


| 





2 | grievances, fomenting their quarrels ;—she has fostered every dis- 


| turbance and disaffection which could weaken the Government, 
, and hindered every reform aud every improvement which could 
_ mend the condition of the people ;—in Bosuia, in Servia, in Mon- 
| tenegro, in Greece, in Constantinople itself, her spies and emis- 
saries have been ceaselessly at work, like intestinal worms, keep- 
ing alive perpetual irritation and perpetual disease. Few coun- 
tries have so much subterranean wrong to avenge upon a foe as 
the Sultan has to wreak against the Czar; and we sincerely 
trust that the present opportunity will not be lost of putting an 
end, once for all, to this utterly intolerable state of things, and 
| obtaining, if possible, some efficient guarantee against its re- 
_ currence in future. 


England, too, it is well known, has much simiiar conduct to 
complain of. For along series of years our Indian Empire has 
been kept in a constant state of uneasiness by the intrigues of 
' Russia on our north-west frontier. To her we owe the origin of 

our disastrous campaign in Affghanistan. The control which she 

has long been endeavouring to gain over Persia has been mainly 
desired for the sake of guiding the policy of that kingdom in a 
manner hostile and harassing to England. Through Persia and 
Cabool, the Czar hopes to find us occupation enough in Hindostan 
materially to cripple our opposition to his plans of encroachment 
in Europe. Even now, if the rumours brought by the last over- 
land mail may be trusted, he is again at work in that quarter. 

Our advices speak of plots got up and disturbances fomented by 

Russia in Affghanistan, which appear menacing enough to justify 

a concentration of forces at Peshawur, and preparations for the 

possibility of a new campaign against the mountaiueers. These 

may, and we hope will, turn out to be premature or exaggerated 

alarms ; but, however this may be, we cannot but hope that 

Persia, as well as Turkey and ourselves, and indeed every count 
that has suffered under Russian propagandism, will take ad- 
vantage of the present crisis to abate for ever the insufferable 
| nuisance. 


| We return once more to our perpetual note of warning. What- 

ever be the suc¢esses of the Turks, and whatever willingness 
| Russia may manifest to come to terms and get out of her foolish 
and wicked scrape, do not let us, in our pa@aus of victory and our 
| love of peace, lose sight of the great object. Do not let the pre- 
_ sent obscure the future. Do not let us be satisfied with staving 
_ off the evil of the day. Let our statesmen and those of Middle 

and Western Europe look the whole question in the face, and see 
_ if they cannot devise some securities against a perfodical recur- 

rence of the embarrassment of to-day. Their problem is one 
which, however difficult to solve, it is mere folly and feebleness 
to shirk. They have to ascertain that there exists—and, failing 
its existence, to create—a Power, or Powers, in the South-East 
self-acting barrier 
against Muscovite aggression—which arantee us against 
the necessity of perpetual interposition —and shall deprive ia 
of the desire by proving to her the hopelessness of further exten- 
sion in that direction. If the Ottomans shall be successful in the 


present struggle, and we let the golden opportunity slip by unused, 
we saall be guilty of a great folly, and must lay our account for a 
bitter and costly repentance at no distant day. Three mighty 
issues are at stake upon our firmness and our foresight: the pos- 
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come into undrained land, with bad roads, no outfalls, and 


session of Constantinople—the stability of our Indian Empire— 
and the continuance and spread of free and civilised institutions 
in E Greater issues are seldom tried. Nobler motives are 


seldom out before a noble nation. f 


IMPROVEMENT OF SETTLED ESTATES. 


Most people are aware that estates in settlement are subject to 
difficulties in the way of improvement, bat except those prac- 
tically acquainted with the existing system of land management, 
few fully appreciate the nature and extent of such difficulties. 
In the first place, all permanent improvements upon land con- 
stitute investments of capital, upon which the person making the 
outlay can only derive advantage in the form of income from the 
principal sum invested. Now landowners as a class are not 
saving men, They start in life with the possession or the not 
very remote prospect of a good income derived from landed 
estates with little more trouble, as they — than the selection 
of an agent anda periodical inspection of his accounts. They are, 
for the most part, more or less burdened with debts or incum- 
brances of some sort when they succeed to their properties, and 
their net incomes are usually over-estimated from not fully cal- 
culating the cost of managing and the casualties incident to 
landed pro : 

It is in the very nature of an inherited estate to give the pos- 
sessor somewhat more of importance than his actual income 
altogether justifies ; and there always grows up about such a 
property numerous obligations of feeling, custom, pride, and so 
forth, which form in practice real burdens on the lite-owner. And 
all this is beyond the more serious charges on the property. 
There are few settled estates which are not subject to mortgage 
debts, the result, perhaps, of provision made for the families of 
former owners; and the estate, though nominally owned by the 
head of the family for the time being, is the source from which 
all the rest of the family draw more or less of their means of sub- 
sistence. The jointure;of the widow of the last owner, the por- 
tions—paying interest, and sooner or later requiring to be raised 
by mortgages—of the brothers and sisters of the actual owner, the 
= he must make for his own younger children, and similar 

urdens, render it extremely difficult for the owner of a settled 
estate to invest capital in the improvement of property, which, 
though nominally his own, is in reality held by him in trust for 
himself and numerous other persons, Then he often, perhaps 
usually, comes into the property disadvantageously. To illustrate 
this, we may mention an instance of very recent occurrence with- 
in our own nottiaten. A. B. has just succeeded under a settle- 
ment to the family mansion and estate with « rental of about 
3,000/ per annum. He was originally the second son, and the 
estate was resettled on his elder brother's marriage, who had 
died some years ago in their father’s lifetime, leaving a widow 
but no children. The widow has a jointure of §00/ payable half- 
yearly out of the estate. The father, the tenant for life who has 
tely died, had power to raise 10,000/ on the estate, which he 
exercised by his will in favour of a younger son. The tenants 
have what is called a balf-year’s rent in hand,—that is, the rent 
due at Lady-day is payable at Michaelmas, and the Michaelmas 
rent at Lady-day,—but practically and by long established 
usage, the rents actually payable at Lady-day and Michaei- 
mas, though due six months previously, are not re- 
ceived until two or three months later. The late tenant 
for life died about a month before Michaelmas, and his exe- 
cutors thus became entitled to five-sixths of the half-year’s rent 
due at that time, and the whole of the half-year’s rent due at Lady- 
day and payable at Michaelmas. In the present month the first 
rent day of A.B. will be held, the rents due at Lady-day last 
but not payable till Michaelmas will be received, and the whole 
must be paid over to his father’s executors. In May or June 
next he will hold his second audit for the receipt of rents due at 
Michaelmas last, but payable next Lady-day, and of those 
rents five-sixths must also be handed over to his father’s execu- 
tors. Thus, when the apparent owner of this property shall have 
been nine months in possession, he will have received for his own 
own benefit one month's rent only, and it will not be until No- 
vember of next year that the rents received will be his own. But 
now let us turn tv his liabilities. The jointure of his late brother's 
widow must be paid as it falls due, and the interest on the 10,000/ 
to be raised under the setilement begins to run from the moment 
of his father’s death ; his estate is liable to these charges, and 
hecaa only pay them for the first year by borrowing money for the 
purpose ; and his own expenses for a twelvemonth must be pro- 
vided for in the same way. Yet he is the head and representa- 
tive of the family, he has the family mansion, its dignity and in- 
fluence to sustain ; the tenants look to him for repairs or improve- 
ments or abatements (if needed) of rept; and thecost and burden 
of management for the most part fall upon him. In this case 
the farms are let upon leases and are in a reasonably good state 
vf repair ; but how often does it happen that a Jandownersucceeds 
to his estate under circumstances quite as disadvantageous as in 
the instance we have quoted, where the tenants occupying by 
the year are poor and backward with their rents, requiring per- 
haps abatements to enable them to go on, and where permanent 
outlays are absolutely necessary either to sustain the existing 
tenants or toobtain fresh occupiers? How many proprietors thus 
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dilapidated and deficient farming premises ? No doubt that all this 
may be met and provided for by resolution and abstinence on the 
part of the owner ; but practically we know that such resolution 
is rare, and such an amount of abstinence as will enable the 
owner of entailed property to provide ital to be invested in 
permanent improvements is, in the state of the society in 
which he moves, well nigh impossible. 


Various efforts have been made to meet these difficulties, and 
which must in the preseat times be met, if an incumbered estates 
act for England is to be avoided. Without — improve. 
ments a large ion of the farms in Eogland cannot be profitably 
occupied, norcan rents be m4intained or advanced. The drainage acts, 
authorising tenants for life to charge their estates with money ex- 
pended in draining, have been so little acted upon that their effect ig 
nil. The Government advances for drainage, first commenced by Sir 
Robert Peel as a kind of sop to landowners and repeated by his suc- 
cessors in the Government, have unquestionably been of great use to 
individual owners who have availed themselves of the offered advan- 
tage. But though the amounts of public money thus advanced have 
been large, they are wholly inadequate to the wants of the landed 
interest, and the purpose of the advaoce is for draining only ; whereas 
drainage, though a most important item in the list of permanent im- 

rovements needed, forms but one item in that somewhat long list, 
ides, there is a growing and just disinclination to assent to the ap- 
mnoany of public money—raised by means of heavy taxation—to 
oans for the improvement of private property. This is properly re- 
garded as not within the province of Government. 

Then there is an Act of Parliament authorising the advance of 
private money for the improvement of settled lands, repayment of 
which is to be secured by rent-charges for a defined term of years ; 
and there have been in existence for several years two or three Lana 
Drainage Companies, incorporated by Act of Parliament, which have 
powers to make similar advances and take rent-charges in repayment. 
But one of the main obstacles to operations of any extent commensu- 
rate with the improvements wanting, consists in the unattractive cha- 
racter of the securities taken for improvement loans—name'y, termi- 
nable annuities. The drai companies can only make Joans to the 
extent of their paid-up capital, and of the money received from the 
sale of their rent-charges ; securities confessedly in no great favour 
with capitalists, who want interest on their investments, not repsy- 
ment ot their capital and interest together by periodical instalments. 
» Tomeet this difficulty, the “‘ Lands Improvement Compary” applied 
for and obtained last session an act of incorporation, by which, in ad- 
dition to all the powers of making loans for the improvement of entailed 
lands, and taking security for repayment by way of rent-charges 
previously granted to other companies of the like nature, power is 
given to the new company to reproduce their capital by the issue of 
transferable debentures, founded upon an allocation or appropriation 
of specific rent-charges. These debentures are to be issued under 
the sanction of the Inclosure Commissioners, and each debenture 
will be absolutely secured by the aggregate amount of the appro- 
priated rent-charges to fall due at a period corresponding with that 
when the capital of the debenture is payable; interest in the mean 
time being payable half-yearly on the amount of the debenture. 
‘These debentures, and the appropriations on which they are tounded, 
will be so arranged as to form even sums—5O0l, 100/, 150i, and so 
forth—falling due at periods extending from one to twenty-five years 
from the period at which a series of debentures is to be wssued ; and 
any capitalist seeking to invest a certain amount in such debentures 
will select those falling due at an early or more remote time as may 
suit his views, But as the debentures are transferable by indorsement 
under hand only, free of duty, they will pass from hand to hand almost 
with the facility of Exchequer bills. Thus the floating capital of 
the country will be made available for land improvement, and the 
capitalist will have a new and nearly unlimited field for the employ- 
ment of capital by means of securities which unite the twofold 
advantage of an absolutely safe charge on land—for the improvement 
charges take priority of all ordinary charges and incumbrances—and 
ready negotiability. 

That the Company will prove profitable to its shareholder adven- 
turers we both hope and believe, and for these reasons. In the first 
place, a very wide range of improvements is contemplated. Drainage 
is of course a prominent object ; irrigation and warping; embanking 
land from the sea or tidal rivers; improving drains, streams, and 
water-courses ; reclamation of land lying waste; and clearing lands 
for improvements which in various localities it will be of immense 
importance to effect, and the cost of any of these improvements is to 
be fully charged on the settled estates improved. ‘Then, in addition, 
the Company is empowered to advance money to plant tor shelter to 
the extent of one-half of the outlay for such planting; to make 
farm roads te the extent of one-half the outlay for such roads; and, 
though last, certainly not least, to advance money for the “ erection 
of farm-houses and other buildings required for farm purposes to 
the extent of three-fourths of the outlay required,” 


Next, the Company’s powers extend to Scotland, where owner- 
ship is so much restricted and where farm improvements are per- 
haps more generally appreciated than they are in England. 

And lastly, because a very moderate amount of paid-up capital wi! 
enable the company, by means of thir debenture plan, to undertake 
very varied and extensive transactions, by the periormance of 
which their profits will be made. The Company will stand us agents 
between capitalists seeking investments and the owners of lands re- 
quiring improvement ; and there need be no limit to the Company's 
operations, except the amount of floating capital seeking sate and 
convenient investment, and the extent of land requiring some or one 
of the permanent improvements we have enumerated. For all prac- 
tical purposes the field of operation may be termed unlimited. Tuis 
appears to us to be an undertaking landowners should especially ev- 
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It forms the agency they have long so much wanted to 
bring a ready and constant stream of capital to land improvement, and 
that without avy personal sacrifice of income, individual exertion, or 
costly law charges, hitherto such common obstacles to such improve- 
ment. 











THE SHIPPING TRADE. 
RATES OF FREIGHT. 


Tue prosperous state of the shipping interest which marked the 
opening of the present year has been fully maintained throughout, 
and the prospects for the new year are equally encouraging. The 
vast increase of business with the Australian colonies has, in some 
measure, contributed to this result, by absorbing tonnage and 
creating an immense demand for supplies from all parts of the world. 
But the operation of the new Navigation Act has also created some 
scarcity of tonnage in the home market, by occasioning the employ- 
ment of a considerable number of English vessels between foreign 

rts—such as United States and Mediterranean, &c.—which results 

the absence of vessels from home for long periods, and accounts, 
therefore, for any dimiaution in the entries of British shipping in- 
wards. A want of tonnage has been felt in many trades entirely uo- 
influenced by the Australian demands; as, for instance, where vessels 
are employed, unfitted by their class, age, size, and equipment, for a 
long voyage. The permanent advance in freights has not been con- 
fined to particular trades, but. has been universal, as, the following 
table aah chum, comparing the rates outwards and homewards, to 
and from all parts of the globe, in a corresponding month of 1852 and 
1853. October is selected at random. We believe any other month 
would present a similar result, it being borne in mind that 1852 was 
also considered a prosperous year among our shipowners :—

These rates are those paid for vessels chartered to go out to the 
various ports—the actual freights current abroad being in all cases 
much higher. Thus, although we quote 24s per qr as the rate paid for 
vessels to go to Galatz, those on the spot unchartered at the latest 
date obtained the enormous freight of 34s per qr. A glance at the 
foregoing statement will show that the rise has been universal, and 
not confined to the trades influenced by the colonial demands. Pro- 
visions, wages, and other necessaries in the sailing of ships, have ad- 
vanced to some extent, but the benefit to the shipping interest in 
the rise in freights has been enormous. Outward freights to Aus- 
tralia have exhibited some fluctuations during the year, but on the 
whole have ruled very high. The following have been the current 
rates for measurement goods :—

~ With the exception of the needless panic created on receipt of the 
news in September and October, relative to the state of the markets, 
freights have ruled during the year at 70s and upwards, at which 
they are now (17th November) very firm. The recent advance is 
not so much attributable to any increase in exports (although ship- 
ments continue very heavy, of building materials especially) as to 
the short supply of tonnage. Merchants and journalists frightened 
timid shipbrokers into accepting reduced rates, and at the same time 
prevented their chartering a continuous supply of topnage. Thecon- 
sequence has been that during the past six weeks (3rd October to 
12th November) the clearances for the colony have been 95 ships 
against 43 entered for loading, and the tonnage remaining being less 
than the demand, a rise in freights is the natural result. These 
figures show, however, the vast business going onin thistrade. Since 
the 1st January the clearances to Australia trom Londen alone have 
been enormous.* 

The number of emigrants has not been so large as was expected. 
In January, February, and March, the passenger trade was exceed- 
ingly brisk, but since that period emigration has been very limited 
\ when compared with the first ‘‘ rush”. 
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The value of shipping property has risen in proportion to the ad- 
vancefin freights ; and a large amount of tonnage has changed hends 
during the year at extravagant prices. Cheap ships are not to be 
had, and few are offered for sale at any price. The war in the East 
has influenced freights but little. If anything it has helped to enhance 
rates, especially from Russian at which’ great anxiety has been 
manifested to get produce off. The coasting trade has kept pace 
during the year with the foreign, and freights have ruled steadily at 
higher rates than have been experienced for years: in the coal trade 
freights have been about double the usual average. The trade with 
the west coast of Africa is greatly on the increase, and we could 
employ several vessels regularly in the transport of palm oil at 
most remunerative rates, notwithstanding the establishment of steam 
communication.

OFFICIAL EXPLANATIONS OF THE NEW STAMP ACT. 


Tue Commissioners of Inland Revenue have issued the following 
explanation on the subject of the New Stamp Act :— 

Penny Stamps.—Numerous applications have been made to 
the Commissioners of Inland Revenue on various questions re- 
lating to the stamp duties on receipts and orders for money 
granted by an Act of the last session. The Commissioners 
consider it advisable to print a short statement, referring to the 
principal points on which their opinion has been sought, hoping 
thereby to afford general and correct information, and to promote 
the convenience of the public. 

Recerrts.—The stamp duty payable upon a receipt given for 
any sum of money amounting to 40s or upwards is 1d, to be 
paid by the person giving the receipt. The receipt may either be 
written upon stamped paper, or an adhesive stamp may be 
affixed to the paper upon which it is written ; but in the latter 
case the person giving the receipt must himself cancel the 
stamp by writing his initials; or some portion of bis signa- 
ture, over it, before he delivers it, under a penalty of 10/. A 
receipt cannot be made valid afterwards by affixing a stamp. A 
person giving a receipt for money amounting to 40s or upwards 
without a stamp subjects himself to a penalty of 10/; and if, 
when 40s of upwards is paid, a less sum than 40s be specified 
in the receipt with the view to avoid the duty, or any other con- 
trivance or device be used for the like purpose, a penalty of 50/ 
will jbe incurred. A party refusing to give areceipt incurs a 
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nenalty of 10/. Any note, memorandum, or writing whatsoever 
civen upon the payment of money, signifying that an account 
has been discharged, or that money has been paid, or credit 
given, is a receipt liable to stamp duty. If, therefore, the per- 
son receiving ‘money write, or by means of a stamp im- 
press upon any bill of parcels or invoice the word “ paid,” 
settled,” “ balanced,” “ discharged,” or any words of a like 
import, intended to signify the payment of money, he must at 
the same time, if the paper be not already stamped, affix thereto 
an adhesive receipt stamp, and cancel the same by writing his 
initials or some portion of his signature thereon. If he omit so 
to do, he will incur a penalty of 10/, and the memorandum will 
be of no avail to the person to whom it is given. Entries made 
by persons receiving money in pass books kept by the persons 
paying the money are receipts; and for every such entry made 
without affixing a stamp, and writing over the stamp, as herein- 
stated, where the payment amounts to 40s or upwards, a penalty 
of 102 is incurred. On every occasion when money amounting 
to 40s or upwards is paid, whether it be on a sale by auction or 
other ready money dealing, or the payment of wages, or on a 
transaction of any other kind or description, if any receipt 
be given it must be on a stamp; and so, likewise, must a receipt 
for money paid on account. Receipts, discharges, or acknowledg- 
ments given upon payments made by or with bills, drafts, notes, or 
other securities, are declared by law to be receipts chargeable 
with stamp duty. Any receipt, therefore, given on such an occa- 
sion, or any memorandum signifying that a bill, draft, note, or 
other security has been given or delivered in satisfaction or on 
account of any demand, must be stamped. 


REcEIPTs UPON Brits or Nores.— Receipts written upon pro- 
missory notes, bills of exchange, drafts or orders for the payment 
of money duly stamped, or upon bills of exchange drawn out of 
but payable in the United Kingdom, are exempt from duty. The 
receipts here alluded to are receipts for the money specified in 
such documents, given on the payment thereof. A special receipt, 
therefore, written on a bill or note when paid, intended to operate 
as a discharge of any particular demand, besides that arising on 
the bill or note itself, requires a receipt stamp. Except in the 
case of bills drawn abroad, an unstamped receipt indorsed is valid 
only where the bill or note is duly stamped. A receipt, there- 
fore, on an unstamped cheque, for the contents, is not valid with- 
out a receipt stamp. To make the cheque available as a voucher, 
it should be drawn payable to order, instead of to bearer, and a 
one penny draft stamp affixed thereto. Where money due upon 
a bill or note is payable by instalments, the payments may be 
written off on the back of the bill or note by the holder; but if a 
receipt be given to the person making any such payment, it must 
be stamped. 

Lerrers BY THE Post.—Letters by the post, acknowledging the 
safe arrival of any bills of exchange, bank notes, or other promis- 
sory notes, or other securities for money, are exempt from receipt 
duty ; but if the receipt of money be acknowledged, a stamp is 
required. The exemption is confined to the mere acknowledg- 
ment of the safe arrival of such bills of exchange, bank notes, or 
other promissory notes or securities. It is notintended to give to the 
letter the effect of a discharge for money, but simply to authorise 
the receiver of the securities to convey to the sender the information 
thas they have reached the hands of the person intended. If, there- 
fore, the letter of acknowledgment contain any intimation relating 
to the appropriation of the money represented by the securities, 
by siguifying that credit has been given for the amount, or that it 
has been placed to account, it is no longer covered by the exemp- 
tion, but becomes a receipt chargeable with stamp duty. Instead, 
however, of enclosing a separate formal receipt in any such case, 
it will only be requisite to affix an adhesive stamp to the letter of 
acknowledgment ; at the same time cancelling it by writing the 
initials or a portion of the signature to the letter upon it. The 
documents, the safe arrival of which may thus be acknowledged 
by post without a receipt stamp, are bank post bills, Bank of 
England and country bank notes, letters of credit, post-office 
orders, cheques (stamped or unstamped), bills, drafts, and orders 
for payment of money of every description, whether due or not. 
Where advice is given by letter to a person that money has 
been paid to his credit, a letter in return, merely acknowledging 
the receipt of the letter containing such advice, is not chargeable 


as a receipt; but any intimation that the money has been received 
is liable. 


Recert ror Taxes.—By the recent Act, receipts for land tax, 
assessed taxes, and property and income tax, are exempted from 
stamp duty ; but there is no exemption in any of the Stamp Acts 
of receipts for any other rates or taxes. Special exemptions from 


receipt duty contained in Acts of Parliament are not affected by 
the recent Act. 


Drarts or Orprrs.—A bill of exchange, draft, or order for 
the payment to the bearer, or to order on demand, of any sum of 
money, of whatever amount, whether drawn upon a banker (except 
as hereinafter mentioned), or upon any other person, is 
wit) the stamp duty of one penny, and may be written on stamped 
paper,oran adhesive stamp may beused. All other bills of exchange, 
drafts, or orders at or after sight or after date, for the payment of 
money amounting to 40s or upwards, are chargeable with stamp 
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duty as heretofore. (See Appendix). It is right, however, to 
state, that all negotiable or transferable drafts for sums under 208 
are illegal ; when therefore a payment is intended to be made b 
draft of a sum under 20s, the draft should not be made papi 
either to bearer or to order, but aE to the od ia whose favour 
itis drawn. In any such case, if it be payable on demand it 
will require the penny stamp: if otherwise than on demand it 
will not require a stamp. A draft or order payable generally, 
without reference to any stated period after the issuing of it, is 
payable on demand; and any draft or order, though not made 
payable to bearer or to order, ischargeable with the same amount 
of duty as if so payable, if it be delivered to the person in whose 
favour it is drawn, or to any person on his behalf. 


Promissory Nores.—No alteration has been made in the du- 
ties on promissory notes, except that bankers’ deposit notes or 
accountable receipts are not now chargeable with duty, notwith- 
standing they import that interest is to be paid. The exemp- 
tion in favour of these notes is not affected by reason of their 
containing any stipulation that the money is not to be withdrawn 
for a specified period or without notice. (See Appendix). 


Letrers or Creprt.—All documents or writings usually termed 
letters of credit are declared by law to be bills, drafts, or orders 
for the payment of money, and chargeable with stamp duty as 
bills of exchange, drafts, or orders. A letter of credit payable 
on demand must be on a penny stamp; but if the credit be not 
given until a specified day, or until advised, it is a bill of exchange 
payable after date, and must be stamped accordingly. (See Ap- 
pendix.) 


CHEQUES ON Banxers.—A cheque on a banker payable to 
bearer on demand is not liable to stamp duty, provided that it be 
issued within fifteen miles of the place where the banker carries on 
his business : that the place of issuing be truly specified in it : that 
it be dated on or before the day on which it is issued, and not after : 
and that it do not direct the payment to be made by a bill or note. 
The most frequent irregularity in regard to cheques is the issuing 
of them at a distance of more than fifteen miles from the banker 
on whom drawn. A cheque so issued is, if not stamped, illegal ; 
and the person issuing it, and the banker knowingly paying it, 
incur the penalty of 1007 each; and the person knowingly receiving 
it in payment or as a security incurs a penalty of 20/7. The place 
at which a cheque is to be considered as issued is that where the 
drawer parts with the possession of it ; and if it be transmitted b 
him through the post, the place of issuing is that where it is postal 
An unstamped cheque drawn and issued as above may be cir- 
culated at any distance from the place of issue without affecting 
its validity. Thus a cheque drawn in London upon a London 
banker may be sent by post from London to Glasgow, or else- 
where, and negotiated there for any period. One of the objects 
in reducing the stamp duty on certain drafts to one penny, and 
in providing adhesive stamps, was to enable persons residing at 
a distance from their bankers to conform to the law at little ex- 
pense and with perfect convenience. Persons residing beyond 
the distance of fifteen miles from their banker, whether such 
residence be occasional or permanent, ought to be at all times 
provided with stamps, as any infraction of the law subjects them 
to apenalty. A draft irregularly issued cannot be afterwards 
made valid by affixing a stamp toit. The object and effect of 
crossing a cheque with the name of a banker seem to be much 
misunderstood, enquiries being frequently made of the Board 
respecting the practice in reference to the receipt stamp duties. 
A cheque is not in any way affected by being thus crossed ; the 
crossing merely amounts to a request to the banker not to pay 
the cheque, except through a banker; but this request he may 
altogether disregard ; it does not and is not intended to import a 
receipt, and neither creates a necessity for a stamp, nor makes a 
stamped receipt unnecessary.

Receipts given for money deposited in any bank, or in the hands of any 
banker, to be accounted for, whether with interest or not, provided 
the same be not expressed to be received of or by the hands of any 
other than the person to whom the same is to be accounted 
for: provided always, that this exemption shall not extend to re- 
ceipts or acknowledgments for sums paid or deposited for or upon 
letters of allotment of shares, or in respect of calls upon any scrip or 
shares of or in any joint stock or other company, or proposed or in- 
tended company, which said last-mentioned receipts or acknowiledg- 
ments, by whomsoever given, shall be liable to the duty charged upon

We do not find from Mr Tilsley’s comprehensive work on the Stamp Laws, 
that there bas been any decision to confirm apy of these conclusions. Still we 
have much confidence that they are right.

With' regard to remarks Nos. 1 and 2, we agree. With regard 
to No. 3, we would remark, that the exemption to a receipt sent 
by post does not limit the privilege as ble only to re- 
mittances sent by post. It appears tous thatin whatever way a 
remittance is sent, its safe arrival may be acknowledged by post 
free of stamp. With regard to No. 4, the exemption distin ctl 
limits the privilege to an acknowledgment of the ‘“ safe 
arrival"; and it is clear, as it will appear beyond doubt by 
reference to the official explanation which we publish to- 
day, that the exemption does not extend to an appropriation of 
the remittance, and therefore that if the letter indicates any 
acquittance of a debt or obligation, a stamp is needfal. In 
reference to No. 5, if letters carry “ di es,” such must be 
upon stamps. In reference to No. 6, it is certain that it is not 
required in terms of the exemption that letters must bear the 
post-mark ; but, if they do not, how “would it be proved ina 
court of law that they came through the post, which is essential 
to their being admitted as legalevidence? A., in Liverpool, sends 
to B. a parcel of bank notes or securities on-a given day. B. ac- 
knowledges their safe arrival by post. It afterwards becomes 
necessary that A. should prove their receipt by B. in a court of 
law. He tenders a plain letter; but that can only bereceived as 
a legal proof if it came through the post. That fact must, there- 
fore, be shown, and the simplest mode of doing so would be the 
regular post-marks. 

The following is from another correspondent :— 

Sir,—I have looked with some interest to the answers.you have given in 
recent numbers of your paper to the questions of correspondents, in regard to 
the operations of the late Stamp Act. 

Most of your correspondents seem to think that the late Act has introduced 
quite a new eode of law in the matter of receipts. And some of your answers, 
ubhesitatingly given, seem to proceed upon the same . Now, is it 
mot the case, that the late Act has altered the law in regard to receipts merely 
in three pointe ? 

lst. That receipts for all payments above 2] must be on stamped paper. 

2nd. That the stamp for all receipts is a penny stamp. And 

3rd. That the stamp, in place of being impressed upon the paper, may be 
affixed, provided the signature be written over it. 

All cases of exemption (saving that of payments between 21 and 5/) 
which existed under the old law exist also under the new. 

I have understood it to have been law under the old Act, that receipts re 
quired to be stamped only where they were receipts for payments, i.c., where 
money was paid in extinction of a debt. If a person, not indebted to me, 
advances money to me, my receipt for it upon unstamped paper will be good. 
If my agent, who has collected my rents or my interests, remits them to me, 
my receipt needs no stamp. Am I correct in these auppositions? And if I am, 
were you not wrong to answer Question 4 in your paper of 29th October thus :— 
“If receipts are given, each must be on a stamp”; and to tell “ A Cashier, 
Manchester,” in your paper of Saturday last, that “ if the letter states that the 
remittance has been appropriated to the discharge of » debt, or to the credit of 
@n account, a e'amp is needful”? 

The sum remitted mus‘ go to the credit of the remitter’s account, whatever 
caused him to remit—whether it was to psy a debt, or to estabilsh a credit. 
But is it not the former case only which requires a stamp? And does the 
mention in the receipt, that it has been placed to his credit, necessitate a 
stamp, when its going to credit is necessarily implied in the simple acknow- 
ledgment of receipt ? An EpinspurcH READER.

The words of the Act are, “ Drafts or orders for the payment 
of any sum of money to the bearer or to order, on demand, one 
penny.” We are of opinion that there is no limit as to place or 
distance, and that such a draft upon Paris or Hamburg comes 
equally within the Act, as if upon Liverpool or any other place 
at home. But it will be borne in mind that in the case of a 
penny stamp the parties who pay such a draft are responsible 
only to see that it purports to be regularly and duly indorsed, but 
not for the genuineness of the signatures. The numerous other 
questions which have been put by correspondents will be found to 
be answered in the official document which we publish this day, 
and which has been issued from the Board of Tnland Revenue. 








Agriculture. 


WHEAT-SOWING. 


Tae chief point of interest in husbandry at this moment 
is the wheat land sown and to be sown, for on that 
hinges most of our expectations for next year’s crop. Since 
last week we have had some rain, and a return of that damp 
foggy weather which has been so prevalent during the autumn. 
The injury to the early plant by the slug is everywhere stated to 
be unusually great, and unless we get some sharp frosts—of 
which again there seems to be a promise—the mischief from this 
cause is likely to be very serious. We note a few of the local 
accounts of the state and progress of the wheat-sowing and plant. 
From Nottinghamshire it is reported :— 


The seedtime has been, and at present is, as unfavourable as the sutumn of 
1852. What the weather may be the next month or six weeks we cannot say; 
but, at present, we have rain more or less nearly every day, and all heavy 
wheat soils are not all fit to go upon. We consider this feature in relation to 
seedtime to be enough to excite the corn trade, and cause holders to be careful 
about parting with their wheats. Very little at present is sown on properly 
prepared wheat soils; and many farmers, if they do sow the usual breadth, 
must necessarily do it at alate period. Farm-work is backward; and where 
summer fallows have been made, they are foul enough ; and, in many inetances, 
appear as if another summer of similar rotation would do them good. This 
refers to our heavy soils; and on our lighter soils the season has been very un- 
favourable for autumn cleaning of all lands intended for turnips, 


In Derbyshire— 

Farm-work is in a very backward state; for the period of the year, little 
wheat is sown; and this year we have seedtime and harvest together. The 
benefits of good draining were never more evident in any season than the past, 
and a great quantity will be done during the winter. 

In Northamptonshire— 

The wheat seeding has been retarded by the weather and the backward state 
of all agricultural labour, the fallow being foul, and the bean etubbles not 
cleared ready for the plough, and im many cases cannot now be got ready to 
be sown with wheat. The clay land, generally, works badly, owing to the 
repetition of wet seasons; and a very large breadth of this description of soil 
is getting out of condition throughout the country, but which, nevertheless, 
is now being sown with wheat, a considerable breadth of which has been got 
into the ground within the last ten days; and, should this month continue fine, 
a fair proportion will be sown. There are great complaints of the slugs eat- 
ing off the wheat on the land sown in October, and the vetches come up thin. 

In Shropshire— 

The weather for the last fortnight has been everything that can be desired, 
and the seed has been deposited in the land under the most favourable circum- 
stances. It is asserted by many farmers that wheat sown early scarcely ever 
yieldsso well as that sown further on. If this is correct, we may anticipate a 
good yield next year; as the principal breadth of land has not been seeded till 
the last week of the last, and the two first weeks of this, month. 

The North Northumberland report says :— 

Where due patience has been observed by those who could wait for a season, 
they are now favoured with very choice weather for putting in wheat seed. 
Many have been necessarily held back from sheer want of seed, which has been 
scarce, and the demand for which has no doubt enhanced the market value. 
We believe a full breadth of wheat will be sown, part with the land in good 
tilth and preparation ; and where undrained or hurried during the rainy weather, 
a very poachy finish bas been made. 

In Cornwall the reporter says :— 

The general backwardness of the wheat tillege will again, we fear, prevent 
its being sown in many of the retentive soils and undrained districts. We have 
heard of some few who have finished putting in their wheat; but on the whole 
little has yet been sown, though during the last few days of fine weather the 
teams have been doing extra labour. The weather da September and 
October, though very rainy, has been unusually mild. Many of our garden 
flowers are still in full bloom. Field-work is generally in arrear; in some 
seasons many of the wheat stubbles have been ploughed down in September or 
October, and the land cleansed of couch and other weeds, but very little has yet 
been done to them since the last harvest. 

In Sussex— 

An immense quantity of rain has fallen during the month ; and, as yet, little 

has been made in the sowing of wheat, and fears are beginning to be 
entertained that the present season may prove as disastrous as the last. Some 
of the wheat that was sown on the heavy land during the early part of the 
month is much infected with black grass; and we hear great complaints of the 
ravages of the slag. Since November has commenced,“the weather has much 
improved, and there seems some probability that the late-sown wheat will be 
got into the ground under somewhat more favourable auspices; but whatever 
the weather may now be, nothing can compensate for the mischief done to the 
heavy lands by its being constantly saturated with wet, It is also very foul 
and full of couch, especially the fallows; and a great deal must be sown without 
manure, as it has been impossible to get it on the land, On the dry soils oon- 
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siderable progress has been made, particularly during the last fortnight ; and 
this has been sown in excellent order, particularly the clover ley, the rain being 
rather beneficial to them than otherwise. 

The general prospect, however, has much improved during the 
present month, and, except on the undrained heavy soils, we do 
not apprehend there will be much land coming in course for 
wheat left unsown ; though perhaps a good deal has been sown 
when in a very indifferent state of preparation. All accounts 
from the rural districts indicate much of increased activity 
amongst farmers, and the demand for agricultural labourers is 
greater than ever before known. In some localities, bordering on 
manufacturing districts, there is an actual scarcity of agricultural 
labour. 


AGRICULTURAL STATISTICS. 


Tu1s subject, so full of interest to agriculturists and the public, 
grows in importance the more it is examined. Valuable as agricul- 
tural data must prove for estimating the probable amount of food for 
the current yaar, they will be yet more valuable as showing from pe- 
riod to period the improvement which has taken place in the produc- 
tiveness of our agriculture. With this view it is weil that a complete 
classification of the returns should be made from the first, and when 
once made that it should be adhered to, for any change in the classi- 
fication must greatly interfere with comparisons between the statis- 
tics of one period and those of another. 

On this point Mr Pusey has addressed an admirable letter to Lord 
Ashburton, in which he makes the following suggestions “for the 
complete registration of our national farming stock” :— 

Sach a survey should not, I think, solely aim at the calculation of our yearly 
yield of corn with a view*to estimate our immediate dependence on foreign sup- 

ly, but should also record and measure that improvement of agriculture which 
cen with the present century, and is strengthening with its advance. It is, 
indeed, thie statistical object for which I am myself chiefly anxious. 

If a census of our husbandry had been commenced with the century, as well 
as of our population, this rural picture of the last fifty years would have been 
invaluable. But though the blank must stand for the past, one is glad that it 
will at least be filled up for the future; and, happily, the rate of improvement 
is more rapid than ever. 

He says that the value of the results obtained must, however, greatly 

d on the adoption from the onset of the most perfect classifica- 
tion; and adds that the changes in our population returns have greatly 
embarrassed any retrospective comparison. He thus proceeds :— 

Our object, then, being to record the increasing production of corn and of 
meat, the accurate estimate of our cora will, I fear, be difficult; as well from 
the uncertainty of seasons as aleo from the uncertainty which must affect the 
farmer's own judgment, not only while his crops stand in the field, but even 
while, though safe in the rick, they have not yet been subjected to the test of 
the threshing machine. 


The enumeration of our live stock, on the other hand, will be very easy ; 
and the advantage of that facility is the greater, because this tangible fact will 
afford, in the long run, an unerring clue to the more obscure problem, the in- 








creased fertility of our soil. I mean that if since the year 1800 the flock of 
sheep. for instance, on one of your up-lying Hampshire farme has been raised 
from 300 to 600 head, no practical man could doubt that, by the new supply 
of manure, the average growth of corn will have been augmented in some defi- 
nite proportion through a more liberal application of capital, which of course, 
however, will require also a more liberal return of profits as the share of the 
tenant-farmer. 

That our flocks and herds have been #0 multiplied since 1800, every one ao- 
quainted with the growth of our population mustsee, especially as that growth 
has occurred chiefly in metropolitan and manufacturing districte, where of 
course the addition has been of men who in the main eat, not bacon or cheese, 
but fresh meat every day. Now, though the consumers of meat have doubled, 
our farmed land has by no means doubled, and since the foreign supply of fresh 
meat has been till of late inconsiderable, the same farms, for the most part, 
must have satisfied the new demand by a new supply. The inference is 
irresistible, though we should look in vain for any direct proof of the fact in 
agricultural records. 

Still the mere increased numbers of sheep kept will give no ade- 
quate notion of the real increase of meat which has taken place 
under the modern system of farming. Though the yearly returns 
may show that sheep kept on a given farm had been doubled since 
a former period, the meat produced on that farm may have been 
multiplied three or fourfold. Hereon Mr Pusey says :— 

Still, I would call your attention to the point that, though the general in- 
crease of production has been great, it has been unequal in different counties ; 
Day, more, that even if we knew the exact increase in the number of stock on 
any particular farm, say, as before, from 300 to 600, we might fall very short 
of the truth in assuming that because the sheep had been doubled, so also, and 
no more, had the production of meat been augmented. 

As this part of the subject has a direct bearing upon the forms of return to 
be adopted, and constitutes indeed my chief ground for troubling you, I trust 
you will excuse me for entering into some detail. 

At the opening of the century—in other words, when you and I were boys— 
you will remember that five-year-old-mutton was thought right and proper for 
& geutleman’s table. 

-If we could learn the truth, I apprehend we should now find that many a 
saddle has not surpassed one-fifth of that age. In fact, every year mutton is 
growing younger. What, then, may have been the real increase of production 
On a farm thet maintained, in 1800, 300 sheep, andin 1850 600 sheep? When 
George III. was king, the flock of 300 might consist of 50 ewes, and of their 
progeny, five sets of 50 sheep, advancing through five winters upon hard keep 
to respectable but tardy maturity, 50 sheep only being draughted off each year 
to market. But in these better daye the flock of 600 sends perhaps not 100, 
but 300, fat sheep every March up to Smithfield. The increase, therefore, is aot 
twofi Bd, but sixfold, Besides, as we know that it is fatting stock, eepecially 
forced stock, which strengthens the productive powers of the land, the action 
of the stock upon the crop will likewise have been far more than doubled. 

I trust, therefore, you will agree with me, that unless great care be taken in 
classifying our tables, we shall have made inadequate provision for doing justice 
hereafter to the essive energy of our farmers. 

It would clearly be desirable that we should at least distinguish between the 
females intended for breeding on the one hand, and the remainder of the flock 
on the other. And again, that among this remainder there should be a distine- 
tion between those which are and those which are not being prepared for the 


a 








batcher. A minute registration of age, however interesting, might be too 
troublesome, while this triple classification, of breeding, store, and fatting stock, 
though easily made, must afford very important resulte to those who may ex- 
amine, ten or twenty years hence, the progress of our different counties. 

Without some such improved classification as that suggested by 
Mr Pusey, we could never ascertain the real increase in the produce 
of meat which is constantly going on from the adoption of beter 
breeds of animals and the earlier ages at which they are fattened. 
Yet this, as Mr Pusey justly remarks, affords one of the best, if not 
the best, indication of the progress of general husbandry. Show a 
farm on which the produce of meat is increasing, and there will be no 
difficulty in asserting that there the produce of graia is increasing 
also. With the same object, it is most desirable that the par- 
ticular breeds of stock kept should be specified. 

There is one other matter which we might certainly hope to investigate. The 
excellence of our leading breeds of animale is now fally recognised. Bat 
though they are paid for so highly, and exported so widely by foreigners, we 
do not know how far they have succeeded at home in displacing our own un- 
improved breeds. I would, therefore, strongly recommend a column in which 
the name of the breed should be entered. The advantage of such @ record 
would not be confined, I believe, to the br.eds distinguished by prizes at our 
public shows. Besides these aristocratic families, there are doubtless other 
races of plainer features, but great intrinsic excellence—your own Hampehire 
downs are a case in point—which might thus become better known and more 
justly valued. Ia short, we want such a map of the distribution of our breeds 
of stock as ethnograpby has given us on a larger scale for the migrations of 
the human race. 

This would show, too, how from time to time improved breeds of 
stock gradually encroach upon and displace inferior breeds in all 
districts where husbandry is making considerable progress. Amongst 
many other papers on the subject of agricultural statistics, we have 
the tract of Mr G. W. Cooke, wherein he suggests the selection “in 
every district of some few parishes which shall fairly represent all 
the diversivies of soil, culture, and climate that obtain throughout 
the country,” and from the data furnished by these model parishes, 
to form estimates for the whole country. Our limits do not now per- 
mit a consideration of Mr Cooke's suggestion, but it is obvious that, 
for all the important objects adverted to by Mr Pusey, such a plan 
would be wholly useless. We believe, too, that it would fail also to 
afford any really useful information on the more limited point of the 
probable supply of grain for the current year. 
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SPIRIT OF THE TRADE CIRCULARS. 


(Prom Messrs D. Hazard and Co.'s Circutar.) 
London, Nov. 17, 1853. 

Before the sales began, it was generally expected that the high 
prices which were paid in the two last series ae not be cialatahes’, 
owing to the combination of several circamstances, among which may 
be mentioned the question of war or peace in Europe ; the unfavour- 
able accounts from the colonies as to trade, checking the demand for 
the continuation of so great a supply of woollen goods for that market 
as had of late been forwarded; the high rate of interest on money; 
the large quantity to be brought forward, and the advanced price of 
the raw material, which always decreases the consumption of wool, 
and induces the admixture of cotton and other materials in the manu- 
facture; but few persons were prepared for the sudden great reduction 
which at the opening of these sales began to manifest itself, particu- 
larly on the low ill-conditioned parcels, of which the great bulk of the 
wools in the present sales were known to consist. Nor for such kinds 
have the prices rallied during the continuance of these sales from day to 
day, though many such wools have been withdrawn to be held over for 
the next public sales, which probably will be held early in February, 
and when, as is usually the case, the greater portion of low-conditioned 
skio, slipe, handwashed, and wool in the grease, as well as the 
remanents of small par cels collected at the back end of the season are 
brought forward, and tiusa larger quantity of wool will be accumu- 
lated for those salesthan has been usual at that time of the year. 
The stocks of most kinds of wool now on hand after the unprecedented 
consumption, which, up to a late period had taken place, are more 
than the present demands of the manufacturers require, or can take off, 
and hence prices are reduced. 








(From Mesurs Bradbury and Cook's Circular.) 
London, Nov. 17, 1853. 

The third series of public sales of colonial wool commenced on the 
20th ultimo, and have vlosed this day. The following are the quantities 
that have been sold:—Sydney, 15,291 ; Port Philip and Po d Bay, 
17,782 ; Van Diemen’s Land, 4,624; Adelaide, 4,654 ; Cape, 5,599 ; 
New Zealand, 1,844; Swan River, 328; East India, 4,967—total, 
55,089 bales. Russian, 169; Egyptian, 347; Buenos Ayres, 496 ; 
Mogadore and Barbary, 473 ; Shanghai, 499 ; sundries, 585—total 
2,569 bales. ‘These sales commenced with a good attendance of buyers, 
and with an average reduction in price, from the previous series, of 14d 
per Ib on the first few days ; subsequently, however, in consequence of 
the very unfavourable state ot the weather for seedtime, and the in- 
creasing tightness in the money market, and also, to some extent, of 
the improbability of the settlement of the Eastern question, it became 
evident that dealers were not prepared to operate at the then prices, 
which caused a further considerable decline to take place ; and from 
the unwillingness of importers to accept these prices, large quantities 
were withdrawn each evening, and the sales went off very languidly. 
We do not attribute this lower range of prices entirely to the above 
causes—the general inferiority in the cohdition of the wool offered 
during the present series must be allowed to have bad a material effect. 
About the.middle of the sales, the fears of a bad seedtime, which had 
been previously entertained, began to subside, and money becoming 
more plentiful, a better feeling was evinced on the part of the home 
trade, and the reports which had been sent to the Continent of a 

epressed market here, increased the number of toreign buyers, a con- 

siderable reaction took place, prices became firmer aud gradually im. 
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proved, closing a little higher than the opening rates. Of Sydney wool 
there has been about an av: rage supply, which, with the exception of 
a few choice marks, shows much falling off in genera! management; 
there has been a much greater quantity than usual of burry and in- 
ferior wool. Of Port Philip a large proportion has been brought for- 
ward badly washed and inferior in condition; there has been very 
little of a superior class. Van Diemen’s Land has not been very 
plentiful, and the entire quantity offered has been sold; the prices of 
this have suffered less than any other description. Adelaide wool 
has been extremely plentiful, and shows a greater decline than any 
other description. There has been a limited supply of Cape wool, and 
prices are very little lower than last sales. New Zealand wool still 
shows the same want of attention to washing and classing, and prices 
have ranged low in consequence. The sales of East India and low 
foreign.wool commenced on the 7th, and closed on the 12th instant. 
There wes a large proportion of inferior white, yellow, and grey East 
India, which sold at a decline of 2d per lb, the best whites realising 
nearly the same priees as in August. Mediterranean wool, unsuitable 
for combing purposes, experienced a reduction of 14d to 2d per lb; 
there was, however, a better feeling towards the close, and prices of 
most descriptions ruled $d to 1d per lb higher than at the commence- 
ment,

Vessels actually 
in port command high rates, as much as 17s per quarter for beans, and 
in proportion; but owing to the extreme diffidence with which opera- 
tions dependent on the future are ed, it is very difficult to cede 
vessels, Cessions have been made during the past fortnight for those 
to arrive at from 12s to 13s, but as the intervening period becomes 
more contracted, the obtacles of giving them over increase. The rates 
of cotton at §; flax, 4!

From our Paris Correspondent. 
Paris, Nov. 17, 1853. 

_ Several measures are anticipated from the Bank of France, whose 
situation has given some uneasiness to the general condition of the 
financial market. Its bullion has again decreased 49 millions during 
a week, It is reduced tv 331 millions of francs, and the circulation 
amounts to 655. It is about the proportion of one-balf, which would 
be quite secure if money did not continue to be withdrawn to a large 
amount, But the Directors of the Bank have recognised that some- 
thing must be done to put a check to the decrease of the bullion, and 
to the imerease of fhe Portefeuilles. Silver coin is rapidly taken from 
the Bank and exported to America, where it is sold at a premium. 
it has been proposed accordingly to the Bank to keep the silver coin, 
and to make all the payments in golden coin. They speak also of 
raising the rate of discouut from 4 per cent. to 5 per cent., and to 
accept ouly bills having but 60 days to run. Some of these measures 


aan probably be taken by the Council of the Bank during to-day’s 
g- 
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The Government is very anxious about the corn question. A 
long article was published this morning in the Moniteur to explain the 
conduct of the Government, It proclaims that the State never 
interferes with the operations of trade. If it had become grain 
merchant, it would have been obliged to provide for the whole defi- 
ciency, which is calculated at ten millions of hectolitres, as no spe- 
culator or merchant would have dared to enter into competition with 
the Government. These principles are, indeed, the right ones, 
But it is quite certain that at the beginning of the grain difficulties 
the French Government sent large orders for purchase to the 
London and Odessa markets, and these purchases were not intended 
for the service of the public administration only, as it has been ex- 
plained in the official papers. 

According to the article of the Moniteur, the total amount of grain 
and flour which has been imported exccedsulready 34 millions of hec- 
tolitres, and a vast quantity of corn is on its way to the French ports. 
If the deficiency were indeed ten millivos of hectolitres, one-half 
has been purchased, and it will not be difficult to obtain the re- 
maining five millions before the month of June. 

There is, indeed, a better feeling in all our grain markets. The 
prices begin to give way, as the farmers have finished their sowing, 
and want money to pay their rents. But flour is again quoted at 
58f 44c per metrical quintal at Paris, which corresponds with the 
price of bread at 51 cents. per kilogramme, whereas it is charged only 
40 cents., the differ. nce being paid to the bakers by the Municipality 
of Paris. It is an expense of about 14 million francs for each fortaight. 

We are still without precise information from the Principalities, 
It seems that no general engagement took place between Omer 
Pacha’s and General Gortschakoff’s troops from Nov. 5 to LL. 
The Turks availed themselves of that time to get their troops over 
the Danube, and to take up positions in the country. Omer Pasha’s 
plan consists in investing Bucharest, and at the same time intercepting 
the reinforcements which the Russian General might receive from 
General Sacken. The French and English Cabinets have given de- 
tailed instructions to their Ambassadors and to the Admirals, The 
combined fleets are now at Bujukdere, whence they may Ww. the 
Russian fleet, and if the Russian ships were to approach the shores 
of Bulgaria, our Admirals would forthwith enter the Black Sea, 
and prevent the landing of Russian troops upon Turkish land. 
It is reported that the Czar has already declared that the entrance 
of the allied fleets into the Black Sea would be considered as a de- 
claration of war. 

M. de Kisseleff, the Russian Ambassador in Paris, had been invited 
to the hunting party of Fontainbleau; but he remained in Paris 
under the pretext of indisposition. It is supposed taat he will be 
recalled by his Government in consequence of the official answer to 
the Czar’s manifesto which has been published in the Moniteur,

t many others are marrying too, and that perhaps ia fifteen or 
twenty years the labour market may, therefore, be overstocked, The 
true theory I conceive to be analogous to that of supply and demand 
in commerce, and that it is intended that population shail be stimu- 
lated or checked, not by plan or foresight extending over many years, 
or action in concert, which is ieommatiiie but by the action of Jaws as 
unerring and certain of effect as that of gravitation.—I am, your 
obedient servant, Epwarp K. Brown.

(The writer of the above letter has entirely misapprehended the 
scope of our remarks. We certainly did not intend to infer that 
there is as to the period of marrying among the working classes any 
“ collective responsibility,” or that as a class there should be any 
“concert” ip that respect. What we did imply was, that it is in pro- 
portion as communities and classes are imbued with a sense of the 
claims which flow from early marriages, that they will refrain from 
incurring such responsibility, and will rather defer the period of 
marriage until they are in a condition to perform with greater satis- 
faction the duties which they owe to their offspring. For example, 
prior to the potato famine, the Irish were the least provident people 
within the United Kingdom, contracted marriages at an early period, 
and were too often wholly unprepared to maintain their offspring as 
human beings should be maintained, and hence the dogradation to 
which they were reduced. The Scotch, on the contrary, have always 
been the most prudent pation, and there the ordinary age of marry- 
ing is greater. And everywhere the ordinary period of lite when 
the prudent and educated classes marry, and are willing to contract 
the responsibility of providing for famili: s, is more advanced than is 
customary among the lower and less thoughtful classes. But in all 
these cases there is no “ collective responsibility” and no “ concert,” 
but the general effect of a certain feeling of responsibility which 
pervades communities and classes in proportion to the degree of 
providence and prudence which belong to them. The peculiar 
characteristic of communities, classes, aud periods of time, do not de- 
pend upon individual “ concert.”—Ep. Econ.]

[There is no discrepancy in the remarks referred to, It appears 
the Government is now in a condition to pay certain liabilities which 
are not due tili the 5th of January ; and the Bank is authorised to 
make those payments under a discount for the period that has to run 
outat the rate of 3 percent. per annum. By this two advantages to 
the public would accrue :—1. A certain saving equal to the iaterest 
for the period. 2. A large operation thrown over a longer period, 
and less likely to create even @ momentary inconvenience in the 
transfer from one investment to another. The benefit which would 
result to the holders of South Sea Stock would be this :—they would 
receive their money now, in place of the 5th of January; they 
would be able to re-invest it gradually, while there is little pressure, 
at the present low rate of Consols, instead of a probably bigher price 
in J , when there will be so much to invest.

FAREWELL BANQUET TO Lonp ExLPuinsTone.—On Saturday evening, the 
chairman and directors of the East India Company entertained at dinner Lord 
Elphinstone, previous to his proceeding to his post as Governor of Bombay, 
to which he has recently been appointed. The dinner took place in the London 
tavern. Mr Russell Ellice, chairman of the board of directors, presided. 

INQUIRY INTO THE CORPORATION OF THE CITY oF LonDoN.—The royal 
commission appointed to inquire into the sta:e of the Corporation of the city of 
London re-assembled on Tuesday to resume their investigation. 

THE Poustic HEALTH.—The deaths registered in the metropolis in the week 
that ended on Saturday rose to 1,192, having been in the previous week 1,112. 
In the ten weeks corresponding to last week of the years 1843-52, the average 
number was 1,028, which, if raised in proportion to the increase of population, 
becomes 1,131. Hence it appears that the ac! ual mortality of last week was in 
emcess of the calculated amount by 61. The deaths in the present return show 
an increase on the.weekiy numbers of October, arising apparently from greater 
coldness of the weather, and also in part from cholera. Bronchitis grows more 
fatal. The rate of mortality from cholera has been nearly stationary during 
the last three weeks ; the number of fatal cases last week was 98. Of these 16 
occurred in the west districts, 15 in the north, 22 im the east, and 45 on the 
south side of the river. None occurred in the centra] districte. Cholera con- 
tinues to be most fatal in the lower parts of the Lundon basin. In conformity 
with the law which, it was found, regulated the mortality of cholerain 1848-49, 
the mortality in the present epidemic, although the numbers are few, ia nearly 
in the inverse ratio of the elevation of the ground on which the dwellings of 
the Inhabitante stand, The mortality from cholera in the districts at an average 
elevation of less than 20 feet above Trinity high water mark has been 38 in 
100,000 inhabitants; in the districts of an average elevation of 20 and below 
40 feet (20-40 feet) the mortality has been 20 in 100,000; at an elevation 
of 40-60 feet the mortality has been 13 in 100,000; at 60 fect of eleva- 
tion and under 120 the mortality has been 8 in 100,000. At Hampstead, 
where the elevation may be put at 350 feet, there has hitherto been no death 
from cholera. Last weeks the births of 866 boys and 748 girle, in a!] 1,614 
children, were registered in London. The average number in eig!it correspond- 
ing week of the years 1845-52 was 1,376. At the Royal Observatory, Green- 
wich, the mean height of the barometer in the week was 30.155in. The mean 
temperature of the week was 45.7 deg., which is 1.2 deg. above the average of 
the same week in 38 years. The mean daily temperature wae considerably 
above the average at the beginning of the week, and below it on the last four 
days, when the temperature of night approached the freez ng point.

The termination of what looked very like a serious embrot!- 
ment of the employed and the employer is due to the men themselves, in oowr- 
ageously taking their own affairs into their own- hands, and deciding adversely 
to the views of a parcel of noisy and imterest:d delegates and seoretaric-. 
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Though a truce has thus been declared between the owners and the seamen: 
there is little doubt the former will take every opportunity to weaken the 
union, for the rules and regulations issued by the delegates with regard to the 
employment of sailors on board of ships seem to be intolerable to the owners, 
and will be resisted at every opportunity. 

Tue Sraixes 1n Tax Nortrs.—The colliers at Wigan have been fairly 
starved into a surrender. The interview between a body of them and the mana- 
ger of one of the largest collieries on Friday was characteristic. They went 
and proposed to halve the difference of advance in dispute, and finding there 
was no hope of concession, gradually decreased their own demands to a half- 
penny per ton advance. They were told even this could not be given, and then 
they asked when they could go to work. The answer was that it had been their 
own fault they ever left work—that the factories being closed there was not 
much pressure of demand for coal, but the pits should be opened for them on 
Monday or Tuesday. But it was hunger that was the negotiator, and the 
anxiety for food would not brook such a delay, and Saturday was named—for 
there wag a desire to secure wages on Saturday night, if it were only a few shil- 
ings. Some of them altimately proposed to go down into the mines there and 
then. The manager objected that there was not a sufficient number to make it 
worth while to open the pits ; but thie objection was speedily removed, for a 
large reinforcement were discovered to be within call, and, unlucky day as Fri- 
day is held to be by colliers, they did not stay to think about evil omens. They 
all descended as fast as the steam-engine would permit, and it is believed that 
many of them will think twice before they consent to another strike.

Srate or Trape.—Business affairs present a more cheerful aspect despite 
the iucreasingly warlike character of the foreign mews.

FRANCE. 

There has been no improvement in the trade of Paris within the 
last week. The manufacturers receive barely as many orders as keep 
their hands employed; the shopkeepers are compelied to reduce their 
prices in order to make sales. Nevertheless the position of the mer- 
chants in general is favourable to the revival of trade should the 
Eastern question be settled. The progress made in the construction 
of railways has very much contributed to facilitate commercial rela- 
tions between Paris and the departments, and the system of paywents 
7 at long date has given place to short settlements in cash. 

m the present state of commercial affairs there is no aprrehension 
to be entertained of an overstock of goods in the market, the accounts 
between the manufacturers and the retailers being all nearly closed, 
Letters from Rouen, Alsace, and Lyons state that it is difficult to make 

sales except at reduced prices. e rise in the price of wheat has 
been again checked, and it is to be ho we have seen the highest. 
The winter wheat has been sown under the most favourable circum- 
stances, the ground being perfectly dry. The farmers entertain great 
expectations from the wheat crop of next pee They are now bring- 
ing their new crop to market, for which, on account of its superior 
quality, they ask exorbitant prices; but there is no doubt they will be 
‘orced to reduce their demands, in order to procure the money of 
which they are always in need towards the close of the year. The 
quantity of wheat and flour offered for sale at the Paris market this 
week was greater than for some weeks past, and sales were more diffi- 
cult. The millers still endeavour to maintain high prices, but with- 
out much success; and the speculators, who have a large quantity of 
flour on hand, are endeavouring to reduce their stock. The General 
Administration of Public Subsistence concluded a contract on Friday 
for the delivery of 200,000 kilogrammes of flour of the first quality 
and 70,000 kilogrammes of flour of the second quality for the service of 
the central bakery during a month. The first quality was adjudicated at 
59f 25c the quintal, being a rise of 3f 25c the quintal as compared with 
the adjudication of last October. The flour of second quality was ad- 
udicated at 54f 99c, being an increase of 3f on the last adjudication. 
armers’ wheat has reached 45fthe 100ki mesin the Paris market. 
There has been a slight rise in the ts of Pontoise, Chartres, 
Grenoble, and Etampes, but prices are lower in the neighbourhood of 
Paris and in the South. 200,000 hectolitres of wheat arrived at Mar- 
seilles from Odessa between the 3rd and 8th inst, This supply caused 
a fall of 1f 50c the hectolitre. 

The Moniteur contains a long report to the Minister of War from 
M. Duranton, Chief of the Service des Tabacs in Algeria, on the cul- 
tivation of tobacco in thatcolony. It says that nothing can be more 
successful than that cultivation, and that it will be a source of per- 
manent someeee to the colony. It declares that the tobacco of 
Egypt, Ms nia, and Greece is much inferior; that the tobacco of 
Hungary is not so agreeable to the taste; that that of Kentucky is not 

finer, and does not burn so well; and that that of Maryland is more 
bitter. It says that since the 1st of September not fewer than 298,332 


kilogrammes bave been perbased by the Government. It states that 
the cultivation, favo by climate and soil, is extraordinarily profit- 
able; as the first crop is worth 98f 6c the 100 kilogrammes, and the 
second 65f; and each hectare produces on a moderate av 1,000 


kilogrammes. And it adds, that this year the production of the de- 
partment of Algeria alone will be 1,800,000 kilogrammes, and that of 
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next year 3,000,000 kilogrammes. 

The following is an extract from a Bordeaux letter in reference to 
the vintage:— 

The intelligence from the vineyards is very unsatisfactory. The wines of 
Blaze, Bourg, and Medoc, in the vats, have been found green and sour ; the 
colour is tolerable, but we must wait to see if it improves. General opinion re- 
porte the wine of 1853 as extremely bad, yet proprietors fix prices very high, 
being prompted by the eupposition that the small result of the vintage will be 
consumed in the Gironde itself. The proprietors found thelr small expectations 
considerably decreased when the grapes passed through the wine-presses. Upon 
the termination of this melancholy vintage we may expect only small quantity, 
bad quality, and high prices. 

A letter from Marseilles states that on Saturday and Sunday last 
77 ships arrived in that port laden with wheat. There are at pre- 
sent more sellers than buyers of corn in that town. 


PRUSSIA. i 

The Berlin Zeit, of the 12th inst., has an article on the Oriental 
question, which may be assumed to express the opinions the 
Prussian Government at present entertains of the dispute between 
Russia and Turkey. The Zeid says :— 

The Russian manifesto of war, so long denied, has nevertheless at length been 
published. It effects an essential change in the position of affairs. The hopes of 
peace, which were justified by the sileace of Russia, are unfounded now that 
Russia has spoken. War has been declared by either party, and the question 
must now be solved by the force of arms, by the victory of one and the de- 
feat of the other party. 

The question to which party the victory will eventually belong presents at 
present greater difficulties than it did a few months ago. At that time a com- 
pact and well-disciplined Russian corps was opposed to a small and badly-or- 
ganised corps, the defeat of which in the first battle was a matter of certainty. 
But it appears thatthe Turkish empire, which seemed to languish towards ex- 
tinction, has roused iteelf to a degree of energy, which is the more surprising 
since it is altogether unexpected. masses of troops have been collected 
from all nooks and corners of Asia and Africa, and their want of discipline is 
more than compensated by their religious fanaticism. 

But for all that the position of Turkey i not by any means so favourable as 
it would appear. The partial success of the Turks on the Danube and Asia 
should not deceive us, though such instances of success will certainly animate 
the courage and increase the confidence of the Turkish troops. Russia has not 
yet developed her powers; the Turkish soldiers have as yet encountered none 
but mere insignificant fractions of the Russian army. It remains to be seen 
ee Turkish regiments are able to cope with the Russians in a pitched 

e. 

On the other hand, it is certain that too low an estimate has ,been applied to 
the military resources of Turkey. Russia, too, has probably beem in error on 
this subject. Her victories are not likely to be so easily won as those of 1828 ; 
the Turks will offer a more determined resistance. Either party has made an 
appeal to the religious feelings of its subjects, and such wars are always most 
sanguinary. Either party appeals to its just and sacred cause, and Russia de- 
clares that it is her duty to defend the orthodox church in the East. 

Nothing can be more evident than that diplomatic negotiations are altogether 
impossible now that the two parties have come to such extremities. 

The Powers that really desire the maintenance of the peace of the world will now 
have to take care that the war which has commenced, and which cannot be pre- 
vented by mediatory intervention, shall remain confined to the two countries; 
that they alone fight it out; and that its original local character be not con- 
verted into a universal one. Up to the present we have the strongest hopes of 
the success of these endeavours. 

The storms of war on the Danube and the Black Sea will not, we trust, affect 
us beyond engseging our attention and interest in the events which they call 

forth. 


RUSSIA AND TURKEY. 

The latest advices from the Principalities state that the Russians 
and Turks have been actively engaged in hostiJities. After a severe 
engagement at Oltenitza, in which the Russians lost 2,000 men, the 
Turks blew up the fortifications and re-crossed the Danube, not being 
in sufficient force to repel a threatened attack of 24,000 Russian 
t 








roops.

The enthusiasm of the people of Constantinople has been still more 
strongly excited by the publication of a manifesto of the Sultan, 
which was read on the 3lst of October in a National Assembly 
presided over by the Sultan himself. The Sultan announced that it 
was his intention to buckle on the sword, proceed to Adrianople, and 
march at the head of the troops. 

The Journal de St Petersbourg contains an announcement of the 
Minister of Finance, from which it appears that an embargo will be 
laid on Turkish vessels in Russian harbours on the 22ad of November. 
After that date Turkish merchant vessels will be declared lawful 
— even although they may have other than Turkish property on

AMERICA. 

We have advices from New York to the 2nd inst. United States 
stocks to the amount of 573,850 duls had been redeemed at the 
Treasury Department, Washington, for the week ending 29th Oc- 
tober. The funds in hand at the Treasury Department at the same 
time, subject to draught, were put down at 25,958,756 dols. 

Letters published in the New York Herald from Honduras state 
that the inter-oceanic Railroad surveying party had discovered a 
new route which would enable persons going from New York to 
reach California seven days earlier than by the way of Panama. The 
route is represented as straight and nearly level, and passes through 
rich silver and other mines. The New York stock market was 
firmer, with large sales—Six per cents. of 1867 brought 123. New 
York State Fives of 1855 were at 103}; and Tennesse State Fives, 
at 91. The sales of railroad bonds were also large, 

There was very little alteration in the money market. Loans on 
call on first-class securities could be obtained at 7 per cent. discount; 
on first-class paper ruled at 12 to 15 per cent.; and on railroad notes, 
at four and six months’, at 15 to 24 per cent. perannum. Foreign 
exchange was dull.

THE BRAZILS AND THE RIVER PLATE.

prehension of the grain crops being injured by drought, prices were 
steady, and transactions were dered likely to increase. 

From China a considerable fall in the rate of exchange is reported, 
which will tend in some d to check the heavy shipments of 
silver from this country. Trade at Canton, however, was very bad, 
and the limited sales effected of imported goods were at lower prices. 
At Shanghai transactions in imports had and the same was 
almost the case with exports. “All produce,” it is said, “that had 
arrived in market had been bought up, and so great were the fear 
and mistrust among the natives that they were refusing to take money 
in payment, preferring bills.” 

-The rebels had met with further successes, and the prospect of 
their complete subjugation of the country was no longer doubted. 
Throughout the empire affairs were in a very disturbed and excited 
state, and a crisis was evidently near at hand.

the western chain of the Andes and that branch of it towards the 
eastward which se said province from that of Antiochia ; and 
the ports of the Pecific, and the territory watered by the river San 
Juan, from its embouchure as far as the city of Novita, contained 
between the above-mentioned chain of the Andes and that branch 
of it which separates it towards the southward from the province of 
Buonaventura. Consequently, no custem-houses can be established 
in said ports and territorics within the time specified, nor can any 
duties be levied, save those of toll passage and excise corresponding 
to the municipal revenues, and in conformity with existing laws. In 
order to recover the duties on importation of foreign merchandise 
which may be introduced for the consumption of the interior o! the 
rest of the province, and other provinces.of the republic, there shall 
be established two custom-houses, one in the city of Quibdo and the 
other in the wT of Novita. 

The Right Hon. the Lords of the Committee of the Privy Council

be allowed to enter free of duty into the Lombardo-Venetian pro- 
vinces until the 31st December next. 

An interview took place on Monday between Lord Clarendon and 
certain eminent English merchants engaged in the Russian trade, 
whose object was to gain from his lordship the expression of some de- 
cided opinion as to the danger of this trade being interrupted by pos- 
sible political changes. It was represented to his lordship that English 
merchants are in the habit, at this period of the year, of making 
heavy contracts in St Petersburg for Russian produce, such as hemp, 
taliow, &c., deliverable next season, and upon which goods very heavy 
advances, amounting sometimes to the entire contract, are made to 
the Russian dealers. The reply of Lord Clarendon was to the effect 
that, whilst Her Majesty’s Government are using their utmost exer- 
tions to avert war, caution in relation to these transactions is never- 
theless advisable; and, in fact, a hint was given that it would be as 
well for the Russian merchants to avoid risking their money undr 
present circumstances. 

information was recently given of a convention having been con- 
cluded between the British Government and that of the United 
States, for the appointment of a mixed commission to settle the 
outstanding claims which citizens of either country might have 
against the Government of the other.

Tus work, originally published in German, embraces a variety of 
detail of London life for which we were not prepared. The translator 
may, possibly, have given a fewrefreshing touches to the original text; 
nevertheless the contents of the volume show that the writer has 
honestly, and with an unprejudiced mind, drawn a very fair picture of 
London life and manners, which are treated of with much clearness 
and perspicuity. From the lowest dens to the highest walks of the aris- 
tocracy, the author has extended his inquiries; and we may add that 
not a few of the scenes in this great metropolis are well illustrated. 
The respect for the law in this conntry is thus alluded to by the 
author :— 

The difference between the English adoration and the German contempt of 
the law, may be found in the fact, that an Englishman takes a delight in out- 
witting the law, if it can be done in a loyal and honest manner. The German 
believes he is justified in ignoring the law, since it was imposed upon bim 
without his consent. In other words : the subject of an absolute government 
does not think the lawe—except the laws of Nature and morality—to be 
binding, because such laws were imposed by superior force. The citizen of a 
free country respects every law, because it presupposes an agreement to which 
he has either indirectly or directly assented. 

The following account of the mode of living in this country will be 
found amusing :— 

The British Isies rear a strong Lealthy race of men and women, beyond any 
other country in Europe. The lower classes have muscles‘and sinews which 
enable them to rival their cattle in feats of strength. The women are stately 
and tall; the children full of rosy health. The middle classes live better, | 
though om an average less luxuriously, than the corresponding classes on the | 
Continent. Their food is strong and nourishing ; it is at once converted into | 
fiesh and blood. The British farmers are specimens of human mammotbs, | 
however much they may complain of the distress since the abolition of the | 
duty on corn.

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at their country seats. They hunt, fish, and shoot, to the manifest 
of their health.

COMMERCIAL EPITOME. 
FRIDAY EVENING 

The amount of business transacted in the grain market to-day 
has been comparatively small, owing to the limited number of 
buyers in attendance, and the absence of any demand on con- 
tinental account. in prices no change took place. The imports 
of foreign wheat have amounted to 19,450 quarters, chiefly from 
the Baltic, and the Sound list shows that numerous grain vessels 
destined for London have passed the Great Belt. The imports of 
flour have been rather over 2,000 barrels from New York. 
Floating cargoes were held at very full prices. Good red Polish 
Odessa was worth 59s to 60s; white ditto, 65s to 66s; Ghirka 
and Marianopoli, 64s to 69s; Galatz, 55s to 59s; Ibraila, 53s to 
55s ; and Roumelia, 48s to 50s per gr, all charges included. The 
total imports of foreign and colonial grain into the United 
Kingdom during the month ending on the 5th inst., were 635,625 
quarters—of flour and meal, 302,514 cwts. 

Large quantities of potatoes, in good condition, have arrived 
this week from Ireland, Scotland, and the Continent. The sup- 
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ply has amounted to about 4,000 tons. Fature arrivals are ex- 
pected to be large, especially from Scotland, where the crop is 
proving unusually fine. 5 

Most of the foreign grain markets have continued in a healthy 
state. In the South of France, however—where the arrivals of 
wheat from the Black Sea have been on the increase—the quota- 
tions have given way. We have advices from Odessa, dated the 
4th inst., which state that about 80,000 qrs of wheat had been 
sold, chiefly on English account. The supplies from the in- 
terior were falling off, but the stock on hand was upwards of 
900,000 gqrs. 

The news from China, to the effect that the shipments have 
fallen short of those of last year by 6,000,000 Ibs, has given much 
stability to the market for tea. Prices have advanced to some 
extent, and common sound congou has realised 1s 1d to 1s 14d 
per lb. In a few instances, 1s 2d has beenobtainmed. Duty was 
paid last week on 584,210 lbs. The total clearances in the ports 
of London, Liverpool, Bristol, Hull, and the Clyde, to the 12th 
inst., were 38,015,959 Ibs, against 37,558,746 lbs in 1852. 

About an average business has been doing in raw sugars, the 
value of which has slightly improved. The sales of West India 
for the week, including 490 hhds disposed of to-day, are 
2,782, hhds. The transactions in floating cargoes of foreigu 
have been unimportant. To Saturday last, duty was paid on 
5,565,991 cwts, against 5,528,388 cwts in 1852. 

There has been an improved inguiry for native Ceylon coffee, 
and good ordinary has sold at 46s 6d, being an advance of 6d 
per cwt. Plantation kinds have moved off steadily, at full prices ; 
but foreign parcels have met a dull sale. 

Rather a considerable business has been done in rice, but we 
have no improvement to notice in the quotations. About 30,000 
bags Bengal have changed hands—middling to fine, at 14s 6d tu 
16s per cwt. Good Moulmein is worth 14s 6d per cwt. 

The tallow market has been rather firm. To-day, however, 
there has been less activity, and the quotations have tended 
downwards. The latest prices paid for P. Y. C. on the spot are 
57s to 57s 6d; and for the spring, 58s 3d percwt. The ship- 
ments from St Petersburg have amounted to 102,056 casks, 
against 83,386 casks in 1852, 103,227 in 1851, and 117,166 in 
1850. 

The transactious in the oil market have been devoid of interest. 
Linsed oil, on the spot, has sold at 297; and for delivery from 
J —— March, 30/ 10s per ton. 

The Rotterdam market, on J uesday last, was firm for colonial 
and other produce. At Anvers, on the 12th instant, wheat was 
in good request, and the turn dearer. Upwards of 20,000 hecto- 
litres changed hands. The arrivals of wheat were nearly 30,000 
hectolitres, chiefly from the Baltic. 

The cotton market has been quiet this week. Prices, however, 
have continued firm. The total sales are 2,760 bales, viz., 2,200 
Sarat, at 24d to 4d for very ord to fully fair; and 560 Madras, at 
33d to 43d for middling to fair Tinnivelly. Although the 
business transacted in the Liverpool cotton market during the 
present week has not been extensive, still the demand has been 
good, and the sales amount to 37,000 bales. Speculators have 
taken of the same 4,000 bales, exporters 2,000 bales, and the re- 
maining 31,000 bales have been secured by the trade—a fair 
quantity considering the number of mills now closed. Quota- 
tions for the week are quite without change. To-day’s market is 
reported as good, with sales of 6,000 bales at very steady prices. 
The American accounts that reached us on Monday last report 
that the late frosts have not been so injurious in Carolina as was 
at first supposed ; at Florida, however, the damage incurred ap- 
pears to have been very importaut ; and in Alabama three nights’ 
severe frost had killed the young plant. All the reports from the 
South show symptoms of an early winter having commenced. 
Owing to the above reports, the New York market had nearly 
recovered the entire decline of } to 1 cent. consequent upon the 
unfavourable reports from this side. In reference to the proba- 
ble future state of this market, Mr J. C. Ollerenshaw, of Man- 
chester, observes :— 

We have three important elements now coming into play in favour of the mar- 
ket, viz., a great reduction in the production of goods and yarne, consequent upon 
the strikes, which must needs svon tel] upon the value of those articles, a more than 
proportionate reduction in the early imports of cotton, and a more general pre- 
valence for 2 time of the short crop idea, which will stimulate the confidence engen- 
dered by the other causes. The effect upon the Liverpool market of the actual 
commencement of hostilities and the breaking down of the American markets 
has tow been tested, and such is the scarcity of the middling and better grades 
of American cotton that hardly any effect has been produced. This scarcity 
will inorease, while some of the ing influences will pass away, aod I 
therefore believe that no important decline is now possible at this side till 
towards spring, when the receipts at the ports, the shipments to England, and 
the Liverpool stock will ail ag«in increase, and when more trustwortny ideas of 
the crop may be expected to prevail. 

The Charleston market on the 28th ult. was active for cotton, 
and 6,000 bales had suld—low middling to strict middling, at 8}¢ 
to 9c; middling, 9§c to 9}c; middling fair, 98d to 93c; 


fair, 1 per Ib 

from New Orleans, under date Nov. 1, we learn that cotton 
was in active request, and 4,000 bales had fonud buyers—mid- 
diing, at 9 to 94c. 

Mr H. W. Eaton thus reports upon the state of the silk 
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The trade letters from China state that the market had been cleared of 
every bale of silk, great exertiovus being used to get everything shipped. The 
total quantity on the way would appear to be, exclusive of 1,000 to 1,500 
bales of Cauton, 17,500 bales, leaving about 2,000 bale: in veseels that have 
vot yet sailed, Though varying in minor details, the general inference to be 
drawn from these accounts, making allowance for the excitement then pre- 
vailing, appears to be, that although there was every reason to expect an 
ample supply of silk had trade remained undisturbed, that recent events must 
very much retard operations. I cannot, however, discoverin them any re. 
ference to the overwhelmiag exports, or even to the 40,000 bales recently so 
freely alluded to; though the late increased consumptiou, in the present 
healthy position of the trade, might even bear this latter increased import, I 
would much prefer abstaining f-om offering any opinion, but being applied to 
from several quarters, I do not hesitate in saying that I consider the alarm 
evince’ last week as premature, and that in taking as a basis 19e, 188, and 
17#, for best first, second, and third silk, at which some little business has 
been done to arrive, I believe that prices have seen their lowest, several im- 
porters refusing to sell at these rater. The advices from Calcutta report the 
shipments as large and prices high, considering the generally inferior quality of 
the silk, which is mostly of the rainy Band. 

The public sales of wool have been brought toaclose. The 
total quantity sold is about 48,000 bales, out of the 53,985 bales 
offered, exclusive of 9,298 East India and foroign. The average 
fall in the quotations has been about 1)d per lb. The total 
quantity on haud is now about 22,000 bales. 

For Scotch pig iron there has been an active inquiry, and large 
parcels have sold at 81s 6d. No official intimation has yet 
reached us from France in reference to the abolition or modifica- 
tion of the duties on iron. The delay in the publication of the 
decree is caused by the Emperor’s wish to reduce or abolish the 
duties on coal simultaneously with those on iron. It is asserted 
that much activity prevails in the iron trade in Belgium, and that 
large purchases have been made on French account. No doubt 
Belgium will speedily see the necessity of making an alteration in 
the iron duties. 

We notice a very decided improvement in the Australian trade 
this week. The demand for tonnage has steadily increased, and, 
in consequence, freights have improved from 15 to 20 per cent. 
The latest rates for Melbourne are 75s to 80s per ton. 

An adjourned meeting of the Committee of the Silk Trade has 
been held this week at the London Conditioning House. The 
report presented gave the amount of silk conditioned since the 
commencement of the establishment as 452 bales, weighing 
73,524 lbs, and 39 boiling-off assays. The maxima and minima 
of the quantities of moisture, above the normal and natural 
quantity, which have been discovered during the processes of con- 
ditioning at the establishment, were as follows :---

It being remembered that the natural loss on the boiling-off 
assays of raw silks of France, Piedmont, and Italy is from 23 to 
24 per cent., and of the China raw silks from 19 to 20.5 per cent. 

Notwithstanding the various “ strikes,” the accounts from the 
manufacturing districts are somewhat favourable. Trade gene- 
rally is in a healthy state, and the prices of most articles continue 
remucerative. The export demand has revived, and large quan- 
tities of goods have been purchased for the American markets. 

From New York, we learn that breadstuffs were on the ad- 
vance, with a good demand for shipment to England and France. 
The transactions in cotton were extensive, at an improvement of 
3c to 4c per lb. Vessels were scarce, and freights, consequently, 
ruled high. The following are the latest quotations:—To Liver- 
pool: Flour, per barrel, 4s to 4s 6d ; rosin, 3s 6d to 4s; heavy goods, 
per ton, 40s; grain, in bulk, per bushel, 13d to 13$d. 0 Lon- 
don: Tobacco, per hhd, 50s to 60s; flour, per barrel, 4s 6d to 4s 
9d; turpentine, per 280 lbs, 5s; measurement goods, per ton, 30s 
to 35s ; heavy goods, oil, &c., 45s to 60s ; oil cake, per barrel, 5s 
to 5s 6d; grain, per bushel, 15d to 16d. To Havre: Cotton, 
square bales, per lb, 1c; rice, 11 to 12 dols; whalebone, &c., per 
Ib, ic ; flour, per barrel, 84c to 85c ; grain, per bushel, 23c to 25c. 
To Glasgow : Wheat, 13d; flour, 4s 9d ; cheese, 60s ; lard, oil, 
&c., 40s. To Antwerp: Measurement goods, 35s; wheat, 17c ; 
tobacco, 12 dols; ashes, 45s; rice, 50s. To California: 50c to 
60c per foot. 

Archangel advices to the 29th ult., state that the total flax 
goods bracked amounted to 975,000 poods—the largest quantity 
ever known. The shipments were 870,000 poods. The new 
crop is represented as large and of fine quality. 

Letters from Rio to the 14th ult. state that a very large 
business was doing in coffee. Upwards of 244,000 bags had sold 
at full prices. 

The annexed report, in reference to indigo, has reached us 
from Caleutta :— 

Some few parcels of the old stock of this dye have been placed at prices 
showing au advance on the average of the season of full 10 to 15 rupees per 
mand, Asto the prospects of the coming crop, we have little alteration to 
notice. Tirhoot still promises to do fairly, estimate for that district conti- 
nuing at 22,000 maunds. From the north-west, however, particularly the 
Doab, accounts are much less favourable, and there appears now little chamee 
of their coming within 25 per cent. of previous expectations. In Kishnagbur, 
owing to the contimued heavy rains experienced during the past month, the 
produce had fallen off considerably, and few of the concerns are likely to come 
up to an average. Looking at probabilities and estimates of a'] the districts, 
we do not see any reason to change our last quotations, and stili thiok that 
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there is little chance of the crop exceeding 100,000 to 105,000 maunds. Th® 
shipments of indigo from ist November, 1852, to 2d October, 1853, were—

— Ceylon we have the following respecting the crop of 
conmee :-— 

The intensely dry weather which has prevailed with «o little intermission 
during the whole monsoon has givea way to showery days,and the sigue of an 
approaching change are visible in the atmospheric phenomena. We hesitate to 
foretel disaster, but our experience of such seasons leads us to fear that there 
will be much light coffee in the low lying districts and south-eastern parte of 
the country. The higher elevations have escaped the effeote of drought, and in 
some districts the dry weather has been considered quite a boon to the plan- 
tations. At the higher elevations fall crop not being expected for another six 
weeks, the berry will benefit to the full by the change in the weather which 
is coming on. Never do we remember to have seen a more plen- 
tiful crop generally, nor to have seen the planters with higher hopes. 
There is large breadth of coffee everywhere principally in addition to old 
estates yielding its first crop, so that we cannot doubt but the ehipmente 
of the year will greatiy exceed any year of the past. Picking has commenced 
in the low lying districts, and in some places perhaps a third of the crop is 
secured. Rain, however, is required to bring it on generally. First pickings 
have also taken place on the higher elevations, but full crop as we have before 
observed is not expected for some weeks. Picking of native coffee has been 
very genera! ; this perhaps has suffered more than plantation coffee even in the 
low lying districts, 

The total shipments of coffee from 11th October, 1852, to 10th 


October, 1853, from Ceylon are thus given :—

From the circular of Mr D. D. Dymes, of Madras, we learn 
that trade in general was tolerably healthy. The above firm ob- 
serves :—‘* Exports have continued to be actively carried on to 
the full extent of the produce offered. We are now without 
stocks of any of our leading staples, and competition is brisk, 
notwithstanding the high prices to which most articles have

Transactions continue on the same limited scale we have had to report for 
some weeks past, with prices nominally unchanged, except im some cases where 
cotton yarn tends in favour of the buyer. There is rather more demand for 
domestics and T cloths, articles that have been much neglected for some time 
past. The present state of our market clearly shows that the “ strikes” and 
“ lock-outs” are not bringing buyers into the market, but, if anything, are bav- 
ing a contrary effect; which we think is good judgment on their part, as any 
large operations with our much diminished production would at once have the 
effect of advancing prices ; and our last accounts from India and China adviee 
us of the rates ruling in these important markets for the staple articles of 
this district which, almost without exception, would leave a loss upon ship- 
ments at prices now ruling here. And our merchants are well aware that their 
advantages are twofold from this cautious course, as it starves markets that 
are labouring under surfeit—the last possible remedy for them, and thoroughly 
checks any tendency to. higher prices in this market in consequence of 
dimi supplies; so that, altogether, our market may be considered quiet 
but healthy. 

There is nothing new respecting the dispute between employers and their 
work people. 
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eatnaine trade. Worsted yarns are flat, boeiers buying only for 
immediate orders. In wools scarcely anything is doing, and spinners being 
unwilling to buy more than for actual consumption, except at a reduction at 
which farmers’ lots are not to be obtained. 
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It will give great and general satisfaction here if the news of the defeat of the 
Russians by the Turks be confirmed. 





BraprorD, Nov. 17.—Woole.—There is but little doing in any kind of 
combing wools ; the spinners find, at the prices sought, it ie impossible to cover 
cost, end they prefer their machinery being idle. There was, at the end of last 
week, a slight move among the staplers; but for actual consumption the de- 
mand was never slacker. Yarns—The same causes we have for some weeks 
referred to are still in operation, the quantity of idle looms having suspended 
the operations of the spinning frames, and which will ere long bring about a 
better state of things, for there is no accumulation of yarns, and at no period 
was the eystem of total frames stopping found so general as at present. Pieces 
—There is not much doing in any kind of cloth, but the stock of grey goods in 
the merchants’ hands is very low, and by the early stoppage of looms the 
manufacturers have acted with equal caution, and prevented accumulations 
which otherwise would have occurred, and maintained their prices. In heavy 
goods, all wool, such as merinos, the trade is very bad for the manufacturer, 
the cost of material operating against cheap goods being produced. 

Norrincuam, Nov. 17.—As regards the lace trade, we are still unable to re- 
port more favourably. Manufacturers are jobbing off their stocke, as the 
American buyers, contrary to their usual requirements at this period of the 
year, are only purchasing black cotton, instead of black silk and cotton, or silk 
laces; and the manufacturers, being unprepared for such an extraordinary 
state of the demand, feel compelled to part with their superior classes of goods at 
common prices. Yarn contioues high in price. This being the case, machine 
holders have great difficulty in manufacturing goods that can be sold at the 
prices at which they require to be brought into market, eo as to leave a margin 
of profit. The hosiery trade, we are happy to state, continues, with respect to 
the better class of goods, to be tolerably brisk. The manufacturers are busy 
preparing for the spring trade.— Notts Guardian. 

LeicesTer, Nov. 15.—Trade here still continues in the same heavy, inani- 
mate condition in which it has been for several weeks past. The high price of 

provisions, with the continued strikes in the north, operate most prejudicially 


Lgeps, Nov. 15.—The cloth markets this morning have been well attended, 
considering the season of the year, and a proportionate amount of business has 
been done. Indeed, some of the clothiers who attend the cloth sales say that 
this has been the best Tuesday’s market during the last two months. Prices 
are pretty firm. 

HupDpERSFIELD, Nov. 15.—Beyond a few buyers from London, Glasgow, and 
Belfast, the market has been thinly attended. The transactions have been in 
winter cloths, and have been effected more in job lots than at regular prices. 
Waistooatings are very alow of sale, and, excepting new patterns in silk plush, 
scarcely anything is asked for. There has been rather more doing in the wool 
warehouses during the week: 

Ha.irax, Nov. 12.—Our piece hall has been very slenderly attended to-day, 
and scarcely any worsted goods, either plain or figured, have found purchasers. 
In the yarn market the languor increases rather than diminishes, and the mer- 
chants are extremely shy of entering into engagements. There is a little 
more doing in wool, and the quotat ions are, if anything, somewhat firmer. 

GLascow.—Cotton—There has been u little more firmness in the prices for 
the better classes of American, owing to advices from America of a severe frost 
having injured the crop.

Corn, with large receipts both Present and 
prospective, and the high rates of freight, and scarcity of vessels for Eastern 
ports, is depressed, and prices are 1 to 2 cents lower: sales, 65,000 bushels, the 
market closing heavily. 200 to 300 barrels new white beans brought 1 dol

LONDON MARKETS. 
STATE OF THE CORN TRADE FOR THE WEEK. 
Marx Lanz, Farpay Morninea. 


There was a very short supply of English wheat at Mark lane on Monday 
which was taken off steadily at the full prices of the previous week, although 
the condition was not good. Country buyers took off foreign wheat to a 
fair extent at the full rates of the previous week, and some of our town and 
near millers took off a large quantity just at the close of the market, confining 
their purchases to the choice qualities of Dan'zic and Rostock, as also to fine 
white American. The im consisted of 6,496 qre from Cronstadt, 15,312 
qrs from Dantzic, 1,250 qrs from Greifewald, 931 qrs from Hamburg, 400 
qre from Kiel, 855 qrs from Konigsberg, 500 qrs from Memel, 800 qre from 
Neustadt, 7,422 qrs from Petersburg, 2,607 qrs from Pillav, 540 qre from 
Rigs, 5,460 qre from Rostock, and 580qrs from Wismar, making’a total of 
43,047 qre. The arrivals of flour coastwise were 2,225 sucks, by the Eastern 
Counties Railway 8,153 sacke, from Scotland 40 sacks, but no foreign of any 
description: the trade for this article wae tolerably firm. The arrivals of 
barley coastwise were 2,338 qrs, from Scotland 429 qre, from Ireland 500 
qre, and from foreign ports 4,462 qrs, making a total of 7,729 qre. Fine 
English — was quite as dear, but secondary sorts were fully le per qr 
cheaper, and grinding qualities were rather lower, with less activity in the 
demand. There were 366 qre oats coastwise, 722 qre from Scotland, 1,231 qrs 
from Ireland, and 23,237 qrs from foreign ports. Rather more than half the 
imports came from Russia. Good old corn realised full prices, but many of the 
samples of new were so soft that these sold very slowly, and in some in 
stances on rather lower terms. 

There were liberal imports at Liverpool on Tuesday, and, with a good at- 
tendance of millers and dealers, the transactions were moderately fair at the 
extreme prices of that day se "anight for both wheat and flour, trade closing 
firm. 

A few arrivals of wheat were reported at Hall, principally from Russia, 
and there was a fair delivery from the farmers, who obtained 28 per qr ad- 
vance on all their best samples: average, 778 74 on 1,034 qrs. Foreign 
commanded 1s to 2s per qr more money, with a ready sale. 

There were short arrivals of wheat at Leeds, and the millers begin to think 
it high time that they should be quietly getting into stock, and took off sam- 
ples of new at an improvement in price of 2s per qr: average, 74s 10d on 841 

rs. 

The deliveries of wheat were very short from the farmers at Ipswich, and 
it sold readily at fully as much money: average, 678 4d on 382 qrs. 

The fresh arrivals of Boglish grain at Mark lane on Wednesday were mo- 
derate, and the imports of foreign quite liberal. The generally improved 
rate of the trade inall the country markets caused a firmer tone, and full 
prices were obtained for wheat, witha steady demand. Other articles 
tealised Monday’s currency, fine old oats meeting a moderate sale. 

The Scotch markets have not been so active as thoseof the South. At 
Edinburgh there were full supplies of grain from the farmers. The seed 
demand continues and fine qualities command high prices, bug the sale for 
mealing was without any material variation in value: average, 76s on 786 qre. 
Foreign has been more pressed on the market, and some moderate sales have 
been made to clear vessele, and the previous currency was barely maintained. 
The imports at Leith consisted of 4,492 qrs wheat, 440 qrs barley, 576 qrs 
beans, 140 qrs peas, 8 qre linseed, and 750 sacks and 9 ble flour. There were 
good imports at Glasgow up the Clyde, but only a moderate quantity at 
Grangemouth. An improvement was experienced in the demand of wheat, 
and the value was enhanced about is per qr. Barley and oats were each 
lower, with a limited sale; but the best qualities of flour were rather dearer. 

At Birmingham market on Thursday there was a fair supply of wheat, 
which met a slow sale at former rates for all sorts: average, 738 6d on 550 qrs. 

There was a fair delivery of wheat at Bristol, which met a steady demand at 
1s per qr enhancement in price: average, 65s 6d on 316 qrs, 

The farmers brought forward a large quantity of wheat at Newbury, which 
met a steady sale at fully as much money: average, 728 8d On 672 qrs. 

Uxbridge market was better supplied with wheat, which the millerstook off 
at the previous quotations: average, 79s 9d on 467 qrs. 

The averages were 738 74 on 72,622 qre wheat, 426 2d on 85,494 qrs barley, 
25s 5d on 14,938 qre oats, 428 7d on 291 gre rye, 49s 9d on 8,787 qrs beans, 
and 568 7d on 2,477 qre peas. 

At Mark lane on Friday there was a short fresh arrival of English wheat, 
but a good supply of barley coastwise, and the imports of foreign grain during 
the week have been tolerably good. With little exception the weather has 
been favourable for field-work, and much wheat has been got into the ground ;

the breadth now may be considered tolerably large. The small quantity of 
lish wheat on sale was taken off at very full prices. There was a good 
demand for foreign wheat at rather more money. Flour met a steady sale at 
rates. Fine malting barley supported prices, but secondary sorts 
were rather cheaper, There was an improved eale for good old oats at some- 
what enhanced rates; new corn wis taken off slowly, particularly damp and 
soft parcels. Floating cargoes are very scarce ; there have been few arrivals at the 
ports of call, only three with barley, and one with maize ; prices are very 
high: Distant cargoes are held still higher, and few offering. One very superior 
lot of Egyptian wheat is offering at 51s 6d per qr, cost, freight, and in- 
surance included. Hard Taganrog is held at 628 to 638; Taganrog Ghirka, 
64s to 65s. Galatz varies mach as in quality, from 583 to 66s. From the 
great scarcity of vessels in the Danube stocks of corn have greatly accumulated 
of every description ; they amount at Galatz to 500,000 qrs, and at [braile 
to 600,000 qre. There is scarcely any probability of shipments being made from 
thence until next spring, the disturbed state of that part of the globe being a 
complete check to commerce of all kinds.
